that all thoſe learned Perfons who will not be 

able to diſapprove of this Deſign in Theory, 
would be ſo Honeſt, and fo Chriftian, as with 
me to engeavonr to reduce it to Practice alſo: 
That ſomewhat like this might be introduced 
into all Diſſenting Meetings, as much better, 
and leſs offenfrue to publick Authority, than any 
of the ufual Extempore Prayers; and into pri- 
vate Families, even the Chapels of Noblemen 
themſelves, where it may be certainly uſed 


without the leaſt Pretence of Diſobedrence to 
ſuch publick Authority ; and . where even the 
Law allows ſeveral more than tbe ordinary 
Family to be preſent alſo. Nay, I ſhould think 
it augbt to be ſo far from any Offence to the 


good Men of this Church, if it were publick- 
ly uſed by any of the Clergy in their Pariſhes 
alſo, that they ſhould rather unite zealouſly for 
ſuch its Introduction, it being nothing but their 
own eftabliſhed Liturgy made more exattly 
Chriſtian and - unexceptionable. I conclude 
with the remarkable Words. of the Prophet 
Jeremiah v. 16. which are very appoſite ro

74 HE whole Church in every Place ought to be diſtinguiſbed 
into the Catechumens, the Penitent, and the Faithful. 

The proper Perſons to Adminiſter in all the ſolemn Parts of Pub- 
lick Worſhip are the Biſhops, and in their Abſence, and by their 
Permiſſion, the Preſbyters ; and both as miniſtred to 7 the Deacons, 

The Poſlure in Prayer is kneeling, on all Days but the Lord"s- 
Days, and between Eaſter and Pentecoft; on which it is landing; 
as a memorial of CA riſt's Reſurrect ion. | 

The Hours for ſecret Prayer are the Third, Sixth, and Ninth; in 
Memory of Chriſt's Condemnation, Crucifixion, and Death at thoſe 
Hours ; and the Lord's Prayer is ever to be then uſed. 


Solemn Days are Feſtivals, greater and leſſer; and Faſts greater 
and leſſer, = 

The greater Feſtivals are Eafter-day, and the Eighth Day after 
it; the Aſcenſion, and Pentecoſt; with all Lord's Days. | 

The lefſer Feſtivals are the Sabbath- Days, or Saturdays; with 
the 50 Days from Eaſter to Pentecoſt; beſides the Feaſt F the Na- 

tivity, and the Days of the Aprſiles, &c. 

The great Faſt is but one, that of Paſſion-Meeſ; eſpecially Friday, 
and Saturday till Day-break; to be celebrated by abſtaining from 
Fleſb and Wine, and by extraordinary Dewotion and Alms giving: 

The leſſer Faſls, called alſo Days of A*ſtinence, or Stations, are 
all Wedneſdays and Fridays; excepting thiſe between Eaſter and 
Pentecoſt ; with Lent, or the five middle Days before Paſſion- 
Week ; to be celebrated, by faſting till the Ninth Hour, or till E- 
 wening, and by proper Dewations. EO 
Puablict Prayers are to be uſed Morning and Evening every Day 
At noon on Wedneſdays and Fridays the Penitential Office or Litany 
may be added; as on the Lord's Day is the ſolemn Communion Ser- 
vice to be uſed, about the ſame Time. 

The Church is to meet together on Mondays, for the Exerciſe of 
Chriftian Diſcipline, according to the Laws of the Goſpel. ; 
Eaſter-day is now the next Lord's day after the 14th Day of the 
Fewiſh, or Lunar firſt Month; which Month begins with the 
New moon juſt before, or juſt after the wernal Equinox ; that ſo 
the 14th Day or full Mcon may ever fall into Paſſion Week. 

Dye Leſſons may be taken from the uſual Tables and Calendars; 
with ſuch Alterations as peculiar Circumſtances ſhall require ; the 

Prayer Manaſſes, may be read inſtead of the Hiſtory of Bell 
and the Dragon. | 3 8 

When any Leſſons or Portions of the four Goſpels are read, it is 
to be done by a Prieſt or Deacon; and the Congregation is to ſtand up. 

Other ſuitable Colledts or Prayers may be added at the Diſcreti- 
on f the Biſhop or Preſbyter that officiates, provided they be ſacred 

For ms, or cæactly agreeable ther eto; or elſe uſed here in other Offi- 
ces; at laſt in their Compoſition unexceptionable,

OWis Chriſt riſen from 
the dead, and become 
the firſt- fruits of them that 
ſlept. For ſince by man 
came death, by man came 
alſo the reſurrection of the 
dead. For as in Adam all 
die, even ſo in Chriſt ſhall 
all be made. alive. But eve- 
ry man in his own order : 
Chriſt the firſt-fruits ; af- 
terwards they that are 
Chriſt's, at bis coming. Then 
cometh the end, when he 
ſhall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God, even the 
Father; when he ſhall have 
put down all rule, and all 
authority and power, For 
he muſt reign till he hath 
put all enemies under his 
ſeet, The laſt enemy that 
ſhall be deſtroyed is death. 
For he hath put all things 
But when 
he ſaith all things are put 
under him, it is manifeſt that 
he is excepted which did put 
all things under him. And 
when all things ſhall be ſub- 
dued unto him, then ſhall 
the Son alſo himſelf be ſub- 
ject unto him that put all 


things under him; that God 


may be all in all. Elſe what 
{hall 
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ſhall they do which are bap- 


| tized for the dead. If the 


dead riſe not at all, why are 
they then baptized for the 
dead? And why ftand we 
in jeopardy every hour ? I 
proteſt by your rejoycing 
which I have in Chriſt Jeſus 
our Lord, I die daily. If after 


the manner of men I have 
fought with beaſts at Ephe- 


ſus, what advantageth it me 
if the dead riſe not ? Let us 
eat and drink, for tomorrow 
we die, Be not deceived ; 
evil communications corrupt 
good manners. Awake to 
righteouſneſs, and ſin not; 

for ſome have not the bw 
ledge. of God, I ſpeak this 
to your ſhame, But ſome 


man will ſay, How are the 


dead raiſed up? And with 
what body do they come ? 
Thou fool, that which thou 


ſoweſt is not quickened, ex- 


cept it die : and that which 
thou ſoweſt, thou ſoweſt not 
that body that ſhall be, but 
bare grain ; it may.chance of 
wheat, or of ſome other 
grain, But God giveth it a 


body as it hath pleaſed him, 


and to every ſeed his own 
body. All fleſh is not the 
ſame fleſh : but there is one 


kind of fleſh of men, another 
fleſh of | beaſts, another of 


fiſhes, and another of birds. 
There are alſo celeſtial bo- 
dies, and bodies terreſtial; 

but the glory of the celeſtial 


is one, and the glory of the 


terreſtial is another, There 

is one glory of the fun, and 
another glory of the moon, 

and another glory of the 
ſtars ; for one ſtar differeth 
from another ſtar in glory. 

So alſo is the reſurrection of 
the dead : it is ſown in cor- 
ruption ʒ it is raiſed in incor- 
ruption : it is ſown in diſho- 
nour ; it is raiſed in glory : 
It is ſown in weakneſs ; it is 
raiſed in power : It is ſown 
a natural body ; it is raiſed 
a ſpiritual body. There is 
a natural body, and there is 
a ſpiritual body And fo it is 
written, The firft man A- 
dam was made a living ſoul, 
the laſt Adam was made a 
quickning ſpirit. Howbeit, 
that was not firſt which is ſpi- 
ritual; but that which is na- 
tural, and afterward that 
which is ſpiritual. The firſt 
man 1s of the earth, earthy : 
the ſecond man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the ear- 


thy, ſuch are they that are 


earthy : and as is the hea- 
venly, ſuch are they alſo 
that are heavenly, And as 
we have born the image of 
the earthy, we alſoſhall bear 


the image of the heavenly. 


Now this I ſay, brethren, 
that fleſh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God, 

neither doth corruption in- 
herit incorruption. Behold, 

I ſhew you a myſtery. We 
ſhall not all ſleep, but we 
ſhall all be changed, in a mo- 


ment, 
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ment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the laſt trump ; 


(for the trumpet ſhall ſound) 


and the dead ſhall be raiſed 
incorruptible, and we ſhall 
be changed. For this cor- 
ruptible muſt put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal 
muſt put on immortality. 
So when this corruptible ſnhall 


have put on incorruption, 


and this mortal ſhall have 
put on immortality, then 
ſhall be brought to paſs the 
ſaying that is written, Death 
is ſwallowed up in victory. 
O death, where is thy ſting? 
O grave, where is thy victo- 
ry ? The fling of death is 


fin, and the ſtrength of ſin 


is the. law. But thanks be to 
God, which giveth us the 
victory, thro* our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt. Therefore my 
beloved brethren, be ye 
ſtedfaſt, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of 
the Lord, foraſmuch as ye 
| know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord. 

When they come to the Grave, 
while the Corps is made rea- 
dy to be laid into the earth, 
the Prieſt ſhall ſay, or the 
Prieſt and People ſhall ſing.
